Is  a  voluntary  Association,  embracing  all  the  Congrega- 
tional Clergy  '  f  the  Commonwealth,  but  vested  witD  no 
particular  authority  or  control  over  the  churches. 

Their  meeting  is  holden  in  Boston,  in  the  afternoon  of 
the  last  Wednesday  in  May,  or  day  of  Election  annual- 
ly, at  5,p,M.  and  the  following-  day  at  eleven,A.M.  After 
transact!  .g  the  usual  business  of  the  Convention,  a  ser- 
inon  is  delivered  in  public  before  them,  and  a  collection 
made  for  the  charitable  purpose  of  relieving  the  indi- 
gent Widows  of  Congregational  Clergymen. 

Difficulties  having  often  arisen  in  deterr*  ining,  what 
wid'  ws  are  the  proper  objects  of  the  charity  of  this  Con- 
venrion,it  was  vf  ted,  June  1,1815.  That  a  standing  Com- 
mittee be  appointed,  five  of  whom  shall  be  chosen  cen- 
trally ;  and  the  remainder  in  different  parts  of  the  State. 
The  five,  with  the  Scribe  and  Treasurer,  shall  act  as 
a  Hefiorting  Committfe,  to  receive  from  the  other 
Members  of  the  Committee  applications  and  state- 
ments of  facts  in  behalf  of  persons  who  may  be  subiects 
of  the  chanty  of  the  Convention  ;  and  having  considered 
the  same,  shall  judge  of  the  persons  to  be  relieved,  and 
the  proportion  to  be  given  to  each,  and  m;  ke  r'^port  to 
thf'  Convention,  on  the  first  day  of  their  meeting,  an^ju- 
ally  ;  further,  that  the  names  of  said  C^mmi  t«  e  shall 
be  annually  published  in  the  Massachusetts  Register.

General  dissociation  in  Massachusetts. 
This  body  was  organized  in  June,  1805.    In  1814, 
\i  consisted  of  Delegates  from  12  Associations  in  Mas* 
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sachusetts  Proper.  Its  members  '♦  admit,  as  articles 
of  faith,  the  doctrines  of  Christianity,  as  they  are  gen- 
erally expressed  in  the  Assembly's  Shorter  Catechism,"
